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COUNTY DESERVE MORE PAY 









With the increase of the cost of 
living as well as the general increase 
in wages for workers in every walk 
of life, one class of employees seems 
to have been entirely forgotten. San 
3ernardino county increased the 
wages of its employees all along the 
line but the heads of the offices, 
owing to a charter regulation, could 
not get an increase in pay and today 
heads of the county’s offices are re- 
ceiving the same monthly salaries 
they did eight years ago. Today this 
county has the lowest paid sheriff of 
any county in the State of California 
and Sheriff Shay is recognized as one 
of the most able sheriffs the state 
has, County Clerk Allison, County 
Auditor Berger, Tax Collector Van 
Wie, Assessor Gilbert, and the heads 
of all other offices still receive the 
same salary they did when the origi- 
nal charter was, put into effect. Mem- 
bers of the board of supervisors, all 
of whom are men of ability and de- 
voting their best efforts and business 
ability to the conduct of county busi- 
ness, receive but little more for their 
work than the man doing ordinary 
labor. 

That these men should be better 
paid is generally conceded and on the 
ballot to be voted on in November 
is an amendment to the charter al- 
lowing an increase for these heads 
of county offices. There is no rea- 
son why these people should be
